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DISCOURSE BY ELDER GEORGE TEASDALE. 


THE following discourse was delivered by Apostle George Teasdale, at 
the Weber Stake Conference, Ugden, Sunday afternoon, April 23, 1899. 

This morning I visited one of your Sunday Schools, and had an exceed- 
ingly pleasant visit with the little folks. I have always been very much 
interested in Sunday school work, I am particularly fond of children, 
and I like to talk with them. I can remember kindly words that were 
said to me when I was young. I am satisfied that the children appreciate 
affection and the kindly ministrations of their friends when they speak to 
their understanding, which I think is very essential in talking to the 
children. We picture to them the glory of a well-spent lifeand the misery 
of a mis-spent life, and encourage them to rather choose the better part. 
[am reminded here of a friend of mine. I knew the father, I knew the son, 
I knew the grand-son. The father was a Latter-day Saint, the son was a Lat- 
. ter-day Saint, and the grand-son (the young man of whom I speak) was a Lat- 
ter-day Saint. This young man had been to New York to take a course of 
studies. His father went to meet him on his return. The professor con- 
gratulated him upon having such a son. He said he was one of the few 
that the sirens of New York had no influence over. Watch the history of 
that young man, and you would find him in the Sunday school, in the 
Mutual Improvement association, in the quorum meeting; you will find 
him with a natural love for truth and righteousness. Such men realize 
the glory of a well-spent life. They have a glorious character strong 
enough to resist the evil and to choose the good. In the Sabbath school 
we try to sow in the hearts of the children the seeds of truth and right- 
eousnegs. I think this is more necessary than that they should under- 
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stand the life of Daniel, the life of David, or even the life of Christ. 
These things are very good in their place; but it should be our aim to 
plant within the children a desire for righteousness and truth; to show 
them the value of a well-spent life, and that the commandments of the 
Lord are natural and easy to be understood. The Lord does not require 
anything of us that is unnatural. For instance, we tell the children, 
“Honor thy father and thy mother: that thy days may be long upon the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth thee.” Then we ask the question, Is 
that unnatural? Who has given you an existence upon the earth? Your 
parents. Have they not taken care of you when you could not take care 
of yourself? Have they not furnished you food and raiment and habita- 
tion? If you are sick or in trouble, have you nota haven of rest and 
safety in your mother’s bosom? Is it unnatural, therefore, for our Father 
in heaven to say that for so much love lavished upon you, you should love 
them, and manifest that love by being obedient to them? We ask the 
little folks such questions as that. Do you not think that they can under- 
stand them? Of course, they can. Then we show unto them how natural 
it is to be obedient, because all these requirements are given in the spirit 
of love and pure affection. There is no earthly affection that surpasses 
that of the mother for the child. 

If I should ask my brethren and sisters what recompense of reward do 
you require for all the affection, anxiety, and toil that you lavish upon 
your children, what would you say? Why, you would say, “Brother 
Teasdale, if our children love us and are willing and obedient, we are 
more than repaid for all that we have done for them.” See the priceless 
value of affection here on earth 

Now let us take this in the higher life. Let us say to our Father in 
heaven; “Father, thou art my Creator, the Father of my everlasting 
spirit. Thou hast given me existence upon this thy footstool. In Thy 
divine providence Thou has carefully preserved me from accident, from 
sickness and the power of the destroyer. When | have been afflicted, 
when I have been in tribulation, when I have passed under the rod, Thy 
sustaining grace has been sufficient for me. Thou hast manifested Thy 
loving kindness unto mein the bountiful provision Thou hast made for 
me. Thou hast taught me of Thy ways; Thou hast enabled me to walk in 
Thy paths. Thou hast revealed unto me the principles of everlasting life, 
and shown unto me thy glorious redemption. Thou hast redeemed me 
from death, hell and the grave. Thou hast sanctified me in the precious 
blood of the Lamb. Thou hast given unto men the hope of a glorious 
resurrection and of an eternity in Thy presence. What can I do for Thee? 
How can I recompense Thee for all Thy loving kindness and tender 
mercy ?” 

What would the answer be? “Son, give me thine heart.” Our Father 
in heaven knows the value of affection. Here on earth, when a child is 
obedient and places his arms around the neck of father or mother with 
pure affection, and thanks God for such parents, that father or mother is 
more than repaid; it thrills through the whole system. Is it unnatural, 
therefore, that our Father in heaven, who has created us, who has given 
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us the privilege of dwelling upon the earth in the dispensation of the 
fulness of times, who has given us eyes to see, ears to hear, and hearts to 
understand His glorious Gospel, should desire our affection? And if he is 
satisfied with our affection, can we not see how valuable pure affection 
is? It seems to me that the more we know of the ways of God, the more 
our eyes are open to behold the glories of eternity, the more natural 
affection we have for our Father in heaven until we learn to love him 
with all our might, mind and strength and to adore His most holy name. 
It is all on the principle of affection. One of old said, “God is love.“ 
Why? Because all His ways are love. He comes unto usin our ignor- 
ance, in our wickedness, when perhaps we are so low down that we . 
are not thought fit to dwell amongst decent people, and even under such 
conditions He says to the sinner, “My son, cease from wrong-doing; turn 
unto me, and I will redeem thee from the awful state in which thou art 
fallen.” We might say of that man, if his name were to come up for any 
position of trust that it was no use talking of him, as he was without God 
and a sinner of the worst kind, and there was no need to expect that he 
would repent. Yet some kindly disposed man, with charity in his heart, 
gets into conversation with this sinner; reasons with him on the evil of 
his ways, and what it will bring him to, and he pleads with him to 
abandon his sinful course. The man is touched. He never had anybody 
talk to him like that before. He had always been found fault with, and 
looked upon as good for nothing. His heart is touched to think that 
ing think enough of him to ask him to repent of his evil 
ways. Then the Gospel stretches out its arms of mercy to that sinner 
and says unto him, “Worship the living and true God, who will hear your 
ery for forgiveness, who will pardon your transgressions and blot out 
your iniquities if you will only believe, repent of your sins and be baptized 
by immersion for the remission of them, that you may receive the efficacy 
of the sanctifying influence of the blood of Christ and be prepared for the 
fellowship of the Holy Ghost.” The Lord hath said, “When the wicked 
man turneth away from his wickedness that he hath committed, and 
doeth that which is lawful and right, he shall save his soul alive.” Again 
he hath said, “Though your sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white as 
snow.” 

Fathers and mothers should love their children. How often has the 
mother with a wayward son plead before the Lord for him. She has 
never lost faith that he would yet be redeemed from the error of his ways. 
I am reminded of a widow who had suchason. Everybody thought him 
worthless. He never would go to meeting; never would go into his home 
if there were any of the Saints there. Going home upon one occasion he 
heard someone talking in the house. He thought his mother was not alone 
and did not want to goin. He became curious to know who it was, and he 
crept up and listened. It was his motherin prayer! She was pleading for 
him with all the intense affection of the mother’s nature. It pleased our 
Father in heaven to answer that widow’s prayer. He touched the son’s 
heart, and when she had finished he went into the room, melted, took her 
in his arms, and said, “Mother, your prayer is heard; from henceforth I 
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will try to do better.” And he did. This is only one out of numerous 
cases that might be cited of women who have been so anxious for their 
way ward sons, and who had faith in the living God and in the power and 
intensity of His everlasting love. The mother knows she loves her way- 
ward boy; and she also knows that the Lord’s affection is more intense 
than hers. I do not wonder that the righteous man said, “God is love.“ 1 
say to you, brethren and sisters, who have wayward sons or daughters, 
never close your doors against them; hold on to them, and have faith in 
the God of love and in the glorious atonement of Jesus Christ. Never 
give up your children, but hold on to them with all the depths of your 
eternal affection, in the hope that they will eventually be given to you, 
made white in the precious blood of the Lamb. Therefore, do not get dis- 
couraged. We mourn sometimes over our children. They take a course 
that is contrary to our mind and will. We would like to see them do 
better. But we have to learn to labor and to wait. Do not be continually 
finding fault with your children. Rather encourage them whenever they 
do anything that is at all near the right. Try to win them by your 
affection. | 

We know that the principles of the Gospel are everlasting. We under- 
stand that we are the children of a loving father. We know that Christ 
hath redeemed us. Our father has promised that if we will love Him and 
keep His commandments our sins shall be blotted out and remembered no 
more against us forever. Who could say that but the God we adore? 
Here in mortality we manifest how fallen we are. A manand a woman 
shall be taken in transgression. The woman shall be looked upon as a 
thing of shame never forgiven; the man shall be forgiven, and be able to 
take his place in any society. That is how unjust we are. We make the 
woman the transgressor, when the man is the transgressor. He should 
have been her protector. He should have honored her affection, and not 
trifled with it. Our Father does not deal with His children in that unjust 
way. He has an everlasting love for His children. No matter what situa- 
tion they are placed in, except they have committed murder, they can 
rely upon His affection, and mercy. The murderer hath not eternal life 
abiding in him. For the shedding of innocent blood there is no forgive- 
ness. I wish that could be sounded in the ears of everybody. I wish 
those inclined to commit suicide could understand this. 

I have always felt very much encouraged in this church, because 1 know 
that it is the Church of God. I know that no weapon that is formed 
against this people can prosper. It has been tried over and over again. 
We come out more powerful every time. Persecution and affliction purify 
and cleanse us; they make us more powerful for the establishment of the 
righteousness of God upon the earth, until we arrive at that integrity that 
was manifested by Daniel, when the princes of Babylon set a trap for him. 
They induced the king to publish a decree that no one should pray to any 
being but the king for a certain time—a decree that they knew Daniel 
would not obey. When Daniel heard of this, he went into his house, and. 
with the windows open toward Jerusalem, he prayed unto God as usual, 
In this way he showed his love and integrity. They tried to kill him for it, 
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but could not; and if they had, what of it? He would have gone to the 
bosom of the Being for whom He had proved hislove. When the Apostles 
of old were commanded that they should not preach Christ and Him cruci- 
fied, they said, “We ought to obey God rather than men.” “Whether it 
be right in the sight of God to hearken unto you more than unto God, 
judge ye.” That is the integrity that love inspires the heart with. It is, 
O God, the Eternal Father, not my will but Thine be done.” That is the 
integrity that is manifested when we give our hearts unto God The 
same feeling is shown by our children when they love us. They will do 
anything for us. “Father, what do you think I had better do under these 
circumstances?” “Father, if you say this is wrong I will have nothing 
more to do with it.“ That is the devotion we want to have to Father in 
heaven; to seek His counsel and His guidance, and be determined that as 
He shall say so will we do. I do not wonder that the Lord says: “Son, 
give me thine heart.” If He has that, He knows they will follow Him 
unto death. We think a great deal of men who leave us to go and sustain 
the flag of our country in battle. We look upon them as heroes. They 
are willing to lay down their lives for their country. But [ tell you there 
are greater heroes than even these men. Who are they? Those who have 
the moral courage to stand up for truth and righteousness, and who are 
not ashamed to advocate correct principles, though they know they are so 
unpopular. There are many men who are willing to shed their blood on 
the battlefield who would not have the courage to advocate and defend 
the unpopular doctrines of Christ. It is and always has been the small 
minority who love righteousness and hate iniquity. It is natural that we 
grow in grace and in the knowledge of God, whom to know is eternal life; 
we should be fearless in His cause; “perfect love casteth out all fear.” 
How is it with our boys! They hear of mobbings and of meeting places 
being burned to the ground by those who are opposed to the doctrine of 
Christ, and yet they will go over and over again to that very same people 
and neighborhood and preach Christ and Him crucified. Were Brothers 
Berry, Gibbs and Standing afraid to lay down their lives? No. Why? 
Because of their love for God and for the principles of righteousness. Our 
Elders are willing to go and preach the Gospel, no matter what the conse- 
quences may be. When a man knows what he should do and he dare not 
do it through fear, that man is unworthy of any position. We have got 
to show our integrity to our Father in heaven, and to His priesthood upon 
the earth. How is it brought about? By this principle of natural affection. 
Affection produces obedience; and as our eyes open to the glories of the 
kingdom of God our faith increases and we have more integrity. 

I know to my perfect satisfaction that God lives. I know that Jesus is 
the Christ. I know that Joseph Smith was a true Prophet sent of God. I 
know that the ordinances of the house of God are true. I know that the 
doctrine of Christ is true; and He has said, “If any man will do His will, 
he shall know of the doctrine.” As far as I have practiced the principles 
of righteousness and done the will of God I have a living testimony of the 
truth of these things. That is the reason I love my religion, and why I 
adore God with all my heart. I know very well that no weapon that is 
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formed against this Church will prosper, but everything will tend to the 
glory of God and the establishment of His righteousness upon the earth. 
You need not fear, brethren and sisters, for the work of God. Fear only 
for ourselves. The only thing I fear is lest I should take a course that is 
inimical to the mind and will of God. I would not for everything I 
possess do anything that would stand between me and God's affection for 
me and mine for Him. How do you know that He has any affection for you? 
you may ask. How do I know that He has any affection for me! How 
do I know that I live? How do I know that this Church is from God? I 
know it by my own experience. I have tested these everlasting principles, 
and I know they are true. That is the reason I can safely say, I know 
that my Redeemer liveth; and though worms shall destroy this body, yet 
in my flesh shall I see God and stand upon the earth in the latter day, if I 
am faithful to the end. 

In talking about remission of sins, I am reminded of one of the brethren 
who had a vision. He dreamed that he died and went to the spirit world. 
But he thought of nothing but the good things he had done. The wrongs 
he had done never came to his mind. He thought this was strange. To 
me, however, it was an open book directly. I could see why this was. 
His sins were blotted out, no more to be remembered against him forever. 
That is the glorious promise we have. What have we to fear then, my 
beloved fellow laborers? To you who are on the side of our glorious 
Redeemer and Elder Brother, I say, what a grand future awaits those of 
us who are striving to work out our salvation! Thrones, principalities, 
powers, dominions and exaltation, are what await those who love God and 
keep His commandments and endure to the end. We have to die some- 
time. I do not know as it matters much how or when, so long as we die 
like those of whom it is written, “Blessed are the dead which die in the 
Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from 
their labors; and their works do follow them.” I want to be among that 
glorious company. I want to die in the Lord. Sometimes, in my peculiar 
way of speaking, I have said that I never professed to be much; I never 
professed to be a very good man, nor a very capable man; but I did pro- 
fess this: I had made an effort to keep the commandments of God. It is 
part of my nature. When I first heard the glad tidings of the Gospel I 
was afraid it was too good to be true; but since I found out it was true I 
have been afraid lest after preaching it to others [ myself should become a 
castaway. But I have put my trust in Him who hath redeemed me. I 
hope by the grace of God to overcome and endure unto the end of His 
kingdom. I hope to meet my beloved brethren with whom I have 
been acquainted here—such men as Brigham Young, Heber C. Kimball, 
George A. Smith, Daniel H. Wells, and a host of others, including Brother 
Woodruff, whom I loved as dearly as a man could love a man, having been 
associated with him under some peculiar circumstances. These grand men 
that have passed before us, I love, and I hope to meet them. They 
are the sons of Abraham and the elect of God, because they did the works 
of Abraham. I have been associated with them here; been with them in 
their tribulations and persecutions, and I know they are men of God; and 
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I want to be associated with them hereafter, and alsq with John, the 
beloved disciple, and with the Patriarchs, Apostles and Saints of old, who 
manifested their faith and integrity by their works. The Latter-day 
Saints are striving to prepare themselves and their children to associate 
with these worthies in everlasting affection. That God may sanctify us 
all to this glorious work, is my prayer in the name of Jesus Christ. Amen.

A STRANGE SECT. 

THE Doukhobors, the Russian religious sect of whom much has been 
said lately, owing to the efforts of Tolstoi and other philanthropists to 
save them from Russian oppression by aiding them to settle in the United 
States, are said to constitute one of the most curious societies in the world, 
when their views and practices are considered. 

There are about 10,000 of them and they call themselves the Universal 
Brotherhood Christians. At one time they numbered 20,000, but they 
have been greatly reduced by the constant persecutions they have suffered. 

They are described as a peaceable, simple and devout people. In their 
theology they are, if not misrepresented, as much in a cloud as are the 
great majority of mankind. They do not believe in the existence of a 
personal God, but in a trinity consisting of Memory, Reason and Will. 
They hold, that infants are born without a soul and receive one at the age 
of 15 or 16 years. They deny the right of one human being to exercise 
authority over another, and on this ground they refuse to take up arms 
in the defense of the government. In every other respect they are loyal 
citizens. 

In their domestic affairs en also said to be anomalous Family 
ties are based entirely upon mutual affection, but they do not consider 
the marriage relation binding any longer than this affection remains. 

In this strange sect we have aereligious body which seems to realize 
that the divine authority on which both the Mosaic state and the Chris- 
tian church was based has been lost. In this they differ from others 
which falsely claim divine appointment for their ordinances and cere- 
monies, It is no wonder they have been severely persecuted i in Russia; 
it would be remarkable if they escaped persecution in some parts of the 
United States. 

Their history is most extraordinary. In 1799 the entire sect was, under 
Russian law, exiled to Siberia, where they were to be kept at hard Jabor. 
In 1832 they were permitted to colonize a Siberian farm, but in 1839 their 
farm was seized and the able-bodied men were all forced intothearmy. In 
1860 they were permitted to return to Russia, and about 15,000 ot them came 
back, but they were driven from one part of the country to the other and 
were finally removed to the Caucasus. About two years ago they were 
given permission to emigrate at their own expense, and the cost of this 
movement was, by the efforts of Count Tolstoi, contributed by the English 
quakers. A colony of about 1,100 was sent to Cyprus and another * 
is to be nent to western Canads.—Deseret News. )

IN GREAT VARIETY. 


Ir might easily be supposed that among the hundreds of brethren en- 
gaged in the British Mission, there would be a great diversity of mental 
and intellectual development, also of religidus and spiritual conception ; 
temperament as well as training will often determine the characteristics 
exhibited while in the missionary field. 

There are also degrees of devotion as there are degrees of intelligence ; 
some are naturally passive to instruction, and obedience in them can 
hardly be called a virtue, others are more self-sustained, and some evince 
a dislike to control and would very much like to have their own way 
generally, to do or go as they may please. , 

Some have zeal without knowledge, others have knowledge but wait to 
be “commanded in all things,” some are aggressive and vill work, others 
are phlegmatic or indolent, and only do when prompted by necessity or 
example. 

There are those in this mission who would die rather than move without 
permission, others will move without any consideration or regard for a 
leader either local or general; there are those that you can always find, 
and some that you can neither find where they should be, nor after great 
inquiry. 

To study men is the business of the presiding officer; to combine men 
who can work together is a secret requiring that inspiration which is 
absolutely essential in the ministry of the Gospel, and success is hardly 
ever pronounced where disagreement as to methods or times is an exciting 
cause of contention. 

Qualifications for the ministry are, love of the work and love for man, 
these coupled with research and the presentation of Truth under the 
influence of the Divine Spirit, will win their way, when listlessness and 
half-heartedness will deaden into positive dislike. 

We have in mind one who was well able to discuss and present the 
Gospel, he was more than a match for any opponent, he loved controversy, 
he was successful in argument and prolific in quotation, but his preaching 
was metallic, it lacked the true ring, it had no heart, his head was con- 
verted, his heart remained a stone; he could silence an antagonist, but he 
was still a harlequin and somehow left but little impression after all. 

We knew a man with limited attainments, but he had earnestness, and 
faith both in Truth and God; he was not a logician, be could scarcely 
quote chapter or verse, but his testimony rang like a peal of bells; there 
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was music in every sentence, conviction followed his words, the stammer- 
ing tongue bereft of rhetoric captured a listener almost against his will ; 
cool or impassioned, soul spoke to soul, heart reached the heart of others, 
and that inspiration of earnest conviction stormed alike the skeptic and 
the indifferent, winning souls to Christ. 

Some men are restless and erratic, they love change, no place suits them, 
they only want to be somewhere else, they are a disturbing element in 
any Conference, unconsciously perhaps they are sources of discontent, they 
always have a grievance, imaginary or real, and their spirit is contagious; 
they are beyond reproof, a hint given falls from them like water from a 
duck’s back, to say to them “thou art the man,” would not be near as 
surprising or convincing as Nathan’s rebuke to David, and quiet criticism 
is never appropriated, but is seen to fit exactly the foibles of some other 
man. 

A few rebel against control, they are not amenable to discipline, order 
is not a factor in their methods, and to be subject to authority is like a 
dream of the night; council is as evanescent as the dew of the morning, 
it goes in at one ear and out at the other, all the proprieties of regulation 
are ignored, they are “a law uoto themselves; they mean well, they want 
to do, they realize the benefits of unity and the righteousness of control, 
but they are unstable, erratic, and generally unreliable save for the 
moment. 

The slightest excuse will allure some men from the line of duty; sight- 
seeing, fancy, invitation, desire, are of equal value when the fit is on, and 
one here and there always has the fit; they do not settle down, tracting is 
a fearful duty, street preaching an unreasonable requirement, and meet- 
ings only a waste of time; to visit is the sine gua non, to gossip a delight, 
to flirt the acme of life, and to pass a pre-supposed term of any given 
length is a hardship beyond all reason. They want to go home, business 
demands it, family requires it, marriage waits upon it, and the last months 
of men cherishing this disposition is as valueless to the mission or the man, 
as were the earlier months of inexperience; they mar a fair record by 
absurd impatience, and an honorable release will rebuke them every time 
they read it, even in the land of Zion. Unfairly earned it will be bitter 
in the belly even if sweet to the taste. 
_ Spite of seeming animadversions and suggestive counsel or quiet reproof, 
there is great cause for rejoicing that so grand, so faithful, so reliable a 
corps of Elders belong to the European Mission. In the great world of 
wissionary life and duty they are exceptional, their record is unique, their 
conduct is irreproachable, and any exception proves the rule; the vast 
majority are above suspicion, they are exemplary servants of God and 
followers of Jesus Christ; they hold the Priesthood in respect, for to do 
otherwise would be to belittle themselves, and as in the path of progress 
they may have greater responsibility placed upon them, to be contemptu- 
ous, indifferent, disobedient, disloyal, might become reflected under their 
personal administration, if they ignored the first principles of order and a 
righteous rule. | 7 

It is good to be considerate, to look beyond present conditions, to antici-

DEATH OF ELDER JOSEPH HOGAN, JR. 


On the evening of the 5th inst. we were sadly surprised to receive the 
following telegram from A. L. Farrell, President of the Netherlands Mis- 
sion : 

“Elder J oseph Hogan, Jr., drowned in Rhine. What shall I do with 
remains !—Farrel].” 

Presidents Lyman and McMurrin both being in Scotland, the news was 
repeated to the former, who then wired President Farrell to have the re- 
mains so prepared that they could be exhumed and returned home at any 
future time should it be considered desirable, all of which was carefully 
and reverently done. The funeral services were held Friday, August 9, 
but details of the burial have not yet been received. All that is known 
of the fatal occurrence is conveyed in the following letters, which will, 
no doubt, be read with sympathy for the kindred and friends, and may 
give some consolation to the bereaved ones. There is an intense feeling of 
brotherly sympathy, and many prayers have been and will be offered that 
the consolation of the Holy Spirit may rest upon the immediate family 
and friends of the apparently untimely yet faithful deceased.

DAR Broruer: 

* Your favor of the 6th inst., advising me as to what should be 
done in the matter of our beloved brother and fellow laborer, Joseph 
Hogan, Jr., has been received, and contents carefully noted and carried out. 

I am very sorry not to have been able to write you before, giving the 
particulars of this very sad happening, but, as you know, upon occasions 
of-this kind some things which must be attended to, are looked after at 
the expense of others, which should also receive immediate consideration. 
Other matters have now been so far arranged, however, as to allow me a 
—— minutes time wherein to acquaint you with the whole extremely sad 

r. 

I shall not attempt to describe to you everything in detail, as it took 
place, not having been on the ground myself, but I enclose herewith the 
letter from Conference President Francis—the only one who was with 
Elder Hogan at the time, and who, as you will notice by what he says in 
his letter to me, struggled like a little lion to save his brother, whom he 
loved as his own life, from suffering that which he almost seemed destined 
to undergo. 

The account seems to be a very accurate and correct one, and it would 
therefore be quite useless for oe to, or in. any way im- 
prove upon the same. 
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I will say, however, that since having been in the city I have been upon 
the grounds where it all took place, and I can not possibly understand 
the river in this locality being so particularly and peculiarly shaped and 
situated as to constitute an exceptionally safe opportunity to bathe—how 
our beloved brother could come to his death in such a place. Of course, 
he could not swim; and in venturing, which he evidently did, out of the 
waters particularly suitable to him, into depths that only experts should 
undertake, he found himself unable to regain his former place of safety, 
with the result that our dear brother, to the deepest grief and sorrow of 
all, was ushered out of this existence. 

The shock that this intelligence caused 1 the length and 
breadth of the entire mission was terrible. A heavy black cloud of the 
keenest sorrow crept over the heretofore clear blue sky of every individ- 
ual who had known him. The feelings of every one, as if by magic, were 
changed from mirth, peace and quiet to tears and mourning; and our 
hearts, as with one accord, went out in deepest sympathy for those loved 
ones of his at home, and especially for the one who had been so successful 
in finding an inroad to the very depths of his heart, and had taught him 
to love her with a love as only the pure in heart (like himself) possess; 
and she too, who, had everything come to pass as anticipated, was soon 
to have become his beloved wife. 

It is these for whom our hearts do truly bleed at this great and sudden 
loss they will have to bear; it is these for whom our humble prayers do 
ascend to God, that He may comfort them in this heavy bereavement, and 
we are living in the constant hope that our prayers will be availing. 

Immediately on receiving your instructions we set about making the 
necessary arrangement for his burial here, in case no further instructions 
should be received from home in the mean time. The body is now placed 
in a hermetically sealed coffin, and, if no further instructions are received 
before then, he will, according to law, have to be buried to-morrow, 
Friday ; the funeral taking place at 10:30 a.m. 

We held funeral services last night and had a large attendance of both 
Saints and friends. 

I have purchased a lot upon which to bury Brother Hogan so that he 
can be taken up again and sent home at any time in the future, or he need 
never be disturbed again, just as his famiiy may elect. 
The papers you speak of, giving cause and manner of death, describing 

place of burial, showing title to ground, eto, I will see to getting in my 
possession so that there may be no chance for trouble or dispute i in ae 
future. 

The missionaries, Saints and friends, and all who knew Brother Hogan 
have ever showed their willingness, and done every thing in their power 
to help get matters and things arranged and fixed up in the very best 
possible manner. 

They have all ex pressed their love and respect for him, and I am eure 
they have proved it in a time of need by their willingness to do. 

Trusting this may find you well and enjoying the manifold blessings of 
the Lord, and praying God to bless and comfort those who had an interest 
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in this our dear, beloved and highly respected, as also very faithful co- 
laborer, that they may be able to bear up under this irreparable loss to 
both them and ourselves. We will try to send Brother Hogan’s personal 
effects to Utah by some of the emigrating Saints. I remain, with best love,

Dax BRorRER: 

It is almost an impossibility for me, under my present cir- 

cumstances, to pen you details of that sad event which took place in the 

Rhine River yesterday at twenty minutes to three p.m. which resulted in 
the death of our beloved brother, Elder Joseph Hogan, Jr. 

We have made it a practice of late, since the warm weather set in, and 
the Rhine lowered, of taking a bath in what we had always considered a 
very safe place in the river, between two cribs extending into the river 
about twenty yards, leaving shallow water where one could get any depth 
of water to swim or bathe without smimming. To-day after dinner, at 
the suggestion of Elder Hogan, he and I went to this usual bathing place 
outside the limits of the city of Arnhem, while Elder Weston preferred 
returning to the office. We had been bathing some seven minutes in the 
shallow water when I took a swim a little further out nearer the main 
body of the river, while Elder Hogan remained in the shallow water 
making his way toward the crib as he was unable toswim. I turned my 
head and saw that Elder Hogan had lost his footing and was struggling 
to get out. I was eight or ten yards at least from him and swam with all 
the power I had to reach him before he should sink out of sight, and suc- 
ceeded in getting to him as he came up. I threw my left arm around his 
neck and began swimming ashore with hin, but found the suction of the 
water against me, as he had in his struggling surged with the current into 
deeper waters. For want of strength, I having swum vigorously a long 
distance in still water, or through entanglement, we both went to the 
bottom. On striking the bottom, depth about two feet over my head, [ 
grabbed him around the legs with my arms shoving his head above water, 
and attempted to walk ou: with him, wading under water myself; but I 
soon lost my strength through my efforts under water without breath. 
Giving him a shove towards the shore, I came up, half drowned myself, and 
could get no sight again of Brother Hogan. I called for help at once, and 
within eight minutes the boatmen from the other side were on the spot, 
and by two minutes searching he was found. We worked with him for 
half an hour, but without a sign of life. I sent a messenger to the city 
at once for Elders Lau, Weston and Pistorius, and also to the head police 
station for assistance, as they said it would be unlawfal to remove the 
body without an officer. 

On the arrival of an officer it was decided that the accident had taken 
place within the limits of Oosterbeek, and Arnhem officers could do no- 
thing without permission from the Mayor of Oosterbeek. 
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By this time Brothers Weston and Lau had arrived. Brother Lau and 
I went to the nearest point, the Sugar factory, with the officer and tele- 
phoned to Oosterbeek, but could get no permission. We then had to 
await an officer from Oosterbeek. The officer arrived about half past 
seven with a vehicle, and took the remains to Oosterbeek, while two of 
us made every effort to get them transferred to Arnhem for embalming. 
Not being able to succeed in Arnhem or by telephone, Elders Weston, 
Pistorius and I took the car to Oosterbeek, where we worked and plead 
until eleven-thirty p.m., giving security and signing papers when we got 
possession of the body, at least to bring it to Arnhem to get it embalmed; 
but being disappointed at the city hospital, where we were recommended 
to go, we took the remains with the same carriage with which we brought 
them to Arnhem, to Brother Lau’s residence, where they are guarded 
until we can proceed further in the morning. 

I am requested, and have signed papers to that effect, to go with all his 
clothes and personal effects to Oosterbeek Monday morning to make final 
proof of the situation before we can proceed to move the body from here. 

I hope to get more definite instructions from you in the morning and [ 
can assure you I will do everything in my power to care for the remains 
and carry out the instructions which may be given me, in every particular. 

We are all under a cloud of heartrending grief, and our deepest sympathy 
reaches out to the bereaved parents and to the young lady in Salt Lake 
who loved him above her own life. 

There is a cloud of grief hanging over the branch here, and a gloom 
which can never be forgotten. I have written cards to all Conference 
Presidents, and will now await further instructions. It is now 4 o'clock 
so I will go and relieve Brother Lau.
